A cohoe salmon was recently cap- 
tured in the Canadian waters of eas- 
tern Lake Ontario. This was ‘the first 
verified recapture on the Ontario side 
from the experimental planting of 
2500 yearling cohoes made by the 
New York State Conservation Depart- | 
ment last spring. 

In the early stages of this work at 
least, New York Sstate fishery work- 
ers are anxious to examine as many 
of these fish as possible and would 
like at least to record the total catch. 
Specimens may be turned in or re- 
ported to your local Conservation Of- 
ficer, or transmitted to the Glenora 
Fisheries Station of the Department 
of Lands and Forests at Picton. 

Cohoe salmon may be confused with 
Rainbow trout, which appear to be 
particularily abundant in luake On-" 
tario this year. Rainbows are very 
silvery and salmon-like during their 


‘time in the lake waters. Pacific sal- 


mon in general have ana) fins (the 
single fin on the belly near the tail) 
which are longer along the base than 
is the case with the trout. Trout usu- 
ally have fewer than 12 rays in this 
fin while the salmon generally have 
more. Rainbow trout have a spotted 
tail with a shallow notch, while the 
salmon have few and deeply notched

If talk is becoming more of & convenience and a bar- 
gain all the time, blame it on the telephone companies. 
Once again, long distance rates have been reduced. This 
time, Bell Canada along with the other members of the 
Trans-Canada Telephone System, has lowered rates on 
nationwide calling. Now, after midnight until 6:00 a.m., 
a coast-to-coast three-minute call that you dial yourself 
costs $1.00 or less. Where Direct Distance Dialing is not 
yet ayailable, the Operator will place your call for you at 
the same low rates. Midnight at the calling point governs 
the new rate. Over the years as improvements in equip- 
ment, increased Direct: Distance facilities and the growing 
use of long distance services have made it possible, we 
have con‘inued to voluntarily reduce long distance rates.
